Radio probe stalled

The rivc-member executive 
committee responsible for invest- 
ignling alleged corruption at Radio 
McGill has not met "for about three 
weeks," according to its Chairman, 
Stephen Reisler. 

The committee was formed by 
Students' Council after External 
Vice-President Earle Taylor sub- 
mitted a report to Council detailing 
corruption at the station as far back 
as 19G8. The report led to a 
two-week closure of Radio McGill 
by Council. 

After a preliminary investig- 
ation, the committee urged Council 
''^'^ j^C§5^''''^i9%^''' stipulating 



thc'*rcmova!^f five^laff members 

who were to be inveslipiled by the 
committee for possible connections 
with the allegations in Taylor's 
report. 

The committee, said Itcisler, has 
since abandoned the investigation 
of the five accused people. 

"We decided that because of the 
work we had ,to to, the investig- 
ation should be carried out by the 
Students' Society Judicial Com- 
mittee, because it has more 
power," he said. 

According to Radio' station 
manager Morrie Altmejd, how- 
ever the Judicial Committee is not 
handling the investigation. "The 
Judicial Committee", he said. 



"won't deal with the five people 
because they arc mainly non- 
Students." 

Some staff members at Radio 
McGill called the situation "stag- 
nant", and a hindrance to the 
station. 

Altmejd agreed, saying, "The 
station's, been somewhat crippled 

• by the ban of the five people." Both 
the station manager and the 
chairman of the investigating 
commitfoc said the five people arc 
not being investigated by anyone. 

Altmejd said that since there has 
been no legal enforcement . pro- 
vided for the actual barring of the 
five accused from the station, 
"Council is asking us to do their 
dirty work to keep our friends out." 
So far, he said the banished 
members have not tried to enter 
the station but, "If they decided to 
walk in, I wouldn't have the 
authority or the will to stop them." 

The committee, said Reisler, will 
"definitely not deal with the 
banned five. When we finish our 
meetings we will present our 
report to the Council, and Coiincil 
traditionally accepts the recom- 
mendations of its appointed 

. committees." . . • 

So far, the committee has had 
"no contact whatsoever" with 
Earle Taylor who submitted the. 



. initial report. Taylor verified this, 
saying, "I don't have any thing to do 
with this anymore." 

Committee member David 
Wciner, however, is skeptical of 
the committee's future effective- 
ness in making recommendations 
to Council. He said that "Mark 
Bernier is going to unveil a security 
report, which will probably^^jhave 
much more impact on thc'Couricil 
than our report," He said the 
report is secret right now, and that 
it will have "many implications in 
the matter." 

Bernier's recently appointed 
assistant, Paul Miller, when asked 
about the report denied any 
knowledge of it at first, but then 
said, "I don't really know anything 
I can tell you about the Security 
Report right now." Bernier himself 
was not available for questioning. 

Radio McGill Manager Altmejd 
also charged Council with miscon- 
duct in handling the case. 

"It's an insult to the intelligence 
of staffers and the committee to 
have, to investigate the petty 
charges that Taylor made," he said. 

In attacking the accuracy of 
Taylor's report, Altmejd added, 
^"Wc plon to appeal to the Judicial 
Commiltee to ovcrule Council's 
ruling on the five people they 
banned."

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Strike committee backs 
Joliette workers 



Many of the students who 
organized^ support for the McGill 
maintenance workers during their 
strike three weeks ago have formed 
a permanent committee to support 
workers here and throughout 
Quebec. 

The Workers' Support Com- 
mittee at McGill has been set up by 
about'lOstudents.Thecommitteois 
a continuation of the McGill Strike 
Support Committee, whose mem- 
bers joined the maintenance.' 
workers' picket lines and urged 
other students to boycott classes in 
support of the strikers. 

"Student support was crucial 
then, and it's important for other 
workers now," said a committee 
spokesman. "The workers' fight 
isn't over when a single strike is 
won, so we still havearoleto play." 

Set up oh the principle of "sup- 
port fo^orkers in their struggles 
againsvexploitation," the commit- 
tee will ' be aiding the -McGill for 



Farmworkers Committee, which is 
publicizing the boycott of California 
grapes and lettuce at McGill. A 
petition demanding that McGill use 
only produce picked by members of 
Ceasar Chavez' United Farm 
Workers Union is circulating on 
campus. 

The committee has established 
links with student committees at 
tbe University of Montreal and the 
University of Quebec at'Montreal, 
.which are organizing support for 
striking workers in Joliette, 45 
miles north of Monlrciil . Workers at 
the Fireside Tire and Rubber Co. 
and Canadian Gypsum in Joliette 
are conducting militant strikes 
against giant American corpor- 
ations. Students^at^j theji franco- 
phone universitlcshavobeen aiding 
the boycott of Firestone products, 
launched in September by the 
Quebec Federation of Labour, by 
picketing Montreal stores selling 
Firestone tires. They were joined 
this weekend by members of the 



McGill committee, who will also be 
distributing a dossier in English on 
the.Joliettc strikes. 

Committee members are also 
investigating how they can support 
othcrMcGill workers, including the 
library workers who are attempt- 
ing to organize a union at McGill; 
and print shop and computer 
workers who will start negotiating 
their^fîr8t;,>.{çpntract with the 
administration' next week. 

The Workers' Support Com- 
mittee is the first such permanent 
committee to be organized in a 
Quebec university. 

'This is an importont step 
forward," said the committee 
spokesman. "The universities, and 
McGill in particular, try to bolate 
students from the working class 
struggles f,'oing on around them. So 
for students to get together to 
support these struggles means they 
are rejecting a lot of what McGill 
stands for."

The McGili Players' Club, a 
student dramatic society currently 
producing "The Cocktail Party" by 
T.S. Eliot, has had to cancel their 
Saturdayeveningperformances, as 
the McGill Redmen are holding beer 
bashes concurrently. • 

Michael Wasserman. president 
of the Players' Club, said that one 
month before the opening of the 
performances he had been told that 
the night of Saturday, November 3 
would be available to the Players' 
Club. Two weeks later he found out 
that the Redmen were scheduling a 
beer bash for the same evening. He 
said that thetwoevents could not be 
held simulUneously. "With 6,000 
people in the building, wc would 
never be able to attract an 
audience." 

Wasserman considered making 
arrangements with Mark Bernier. 
internal .vice-president of the 
Student8'~Soclety, but this was 
impossible. The only alternative 
was to re-schedule performances, 
and accept losses on the posters and 
other publicity which had been 
issued to'advertise performances at 
the originally agreed on tinie^ 
Wasserman had to call the tic^ 
offices, poster ^ printers, 'new , 
papers, and radio stations to inform 



them of the re-scheduling. Despite 
repeated calls informingthem of the 
change, The^Gazette is still 
advertising perforaumces for the 
wrong times. 

The Players' Club still has the use 
of the Union building Friday and 
Sunday nights, and has set their 
Saturday performances for the 
afternoon, at 2:30 p.m. Both of the 
evening performances did well, but 
attendance was lower at the 
Saturday Matinee. The Friday 
night performance had 110 advance 
ticket sales, the Saturda * matinee 
only 30. 

Wasserman feels th-\t it could 
have been much worse. He said the 
Players' Club was lucky- to have 
found out about the Redmén beer 
bash in advance. If they had found 
out only a few days later, their 
entire performance would have had 
to be cancelled. 

Wasserman commented that the 
Student Union Building is badly 
administered . He remarked that "in 
all the new constitutions proposed, 
not one has proposed the office of a 
building activities coordinator."

CIA role revealed

In Chile coup

Secret' testimony by William 
Colby, director of the Central 
Inte|li'gence;-Agera 
cèhfimëd ^a* hûmtierfïf^''^^ 
made by Chileans who support the 
overthrown government of Presi- 
dent Salvador Allcndo.

relationship to the military coup in 
Chile in Oct. JMestimonyj! befort> 
the House^ofWRé^presentitivés 
Subcommittee on Inter-American 
Affairs. Washington Post corres- 
pondent Ted Szulc.was given a 
transcript of the testimony by 
"sources in the^ intelligence

Although denying direetWclA' 
involvement in the coup, Colby 
contradicted public government 
statements that the U.S. did not 
know ahead of time about the 
military's plans. He also said that 
the CIA had closely followed 
economic developments in Chile, 
resulting from Bn«i^'invisible 
blockade" against 'IChiie?'^? 
blockade came from U.S. efforts to 
prèvent Chile irom oninininR goods 
and credits abroad, from exporting- 
copper to Western Europe and from 
re-negotiating Chile's external 
debts. U.S. aid and exports to Chile 
were drastically cut although they 
have now resumed for the fascist 
junta. 

Thé Chilean Temporary Resist- 
ance Bureau in Paris announced in 
mid-Octoberthatit had documents, 
soon to be released, showing that 
the plan of economic blockade was 
adopted by the National Security 
Council after Allende's election in 
November 1970. An alternate plan

Colby told the 
closed session, '-'various relation- 
ships over the years in Chile with 
various groups. In some cases this 
was approved by the National 
Security Council" resulting in 
a^istonce to rightists. Colby's 
predecessor, Richard Helms, had 
earlier disclosed in testimony that 
the CIA had sent about $400,000 to 
Chile to support anti-Allende 
newspapers and by^^ a^Jiigh-level 
meeting of the ''Coinmitt«e p(40,'' a 
special "crisis mahàgémeniite am ) 
headed by Henry .Kiss|nger|^fiSS^ 
refÙ8^tp]|ay .if these suDsfdies*^ 
*wepe continued to the present. " 

Several Congress members at 
the hearings said some U.S. money 
had been sent into Chile via Latin 
American subsidiaries of U.S. 
corporations, particularly from 
Brazil. ' - ; , . . 

Dante; Fascelh'^^a ' Florida 
representative, asked Colby if it "is 
reasonable to assume that the CIA 
has penetrated all of the political 
parties in Chile." Colby replied, "I 
wish I could say yes. I cannot assure ' 
you all, because we get into some 
splinters.' I think we have . an ■ 
intelligence [coverage of most of 
them. Let's put it that way." Colby 
continued that this is standard 
operating procedure for the CIA in 
many countries. 

Colby also said that CIA 
representatives were often includ- 
ed on U.S. teams engaged in 
economic negotiations with other 




countries— a point particularly 
relevant to the U.S.'s economic 
offensive against Chile. 

The CIA director was also asked 
what he thought of the post-coup 
situation. He compared it with the 
Indonesia coup of 1965 in which 
hundreds of thousands of people 
were massacred by the military. 
Repression in Chile, he said, would 
become worse than at present 
because of the strength of the 
Chilean left. Colby gave CIA 
estimates of the number of people 
killed and imprisoned by .the 
military which, while stiil !owi are 
four times the number admitted by 
the ruling junta. Colby condoned 
the repression because civil war 
remains "a reol possibility." 

"Armed opposition," Colby said, 
Jtow^aRj^asjl^be confined to 
siraradicT^BmiKa attacks on 
security forces, but the regime 
believes that the left is regrouping 
for coordinated sabotage and 
guerrilla activity. The government 
probably is right in believing that 
its opponents havgjinot^been fully 
neutralized. O^^^mSri^^dicated 
that the 'extremistVMôvemênt of 
the Rev'olùtlonàiy'' ''Left''' (MIR) 
believes its assets have not been 
damaged beyond repair. It wants to 
launch anti-government activity as 
soon as practical and is working to 
form a united front of leftist 
opposition parties. Other leftist 
groups, including the Communist 
and Socialist parties, are in 
disarray, but they have not been 
destroyed."

Other reports indicate that in 
addition to these killings, death 
squadsarenow in operation against 
supporters of the Allcnde govern- 
ment. Col. Jorge Espinosa. 
commander of the soccer stadium 
concentration camp in Santiago, 
said that about 50 people released 
from the stadium (where there arc 
still about 3700 prisoners) have 
either disappeared or turned up 
dead before reaching. home. The 
U.S. has organized rightist death 
squads in several countries, 
including Guatcmala..-rand,.,. the 
Dominican Republic, to fôrtùre aiid 
kill -dissenters. 

On the economic front, the junta 
is continuing its pro-imperialist 
policies. The vast majority of U.S. 
companies ,^tak^ over by the 
Allende :t[^( OTment]fe .w^ be 
. returned^ aima^m^S^ùi leader 
|Gen. Augtis{o*. Pinochet Ugarte. 
^These include about 40 of the over 
300 Chilean and foreign companies 
nationalized during the three years 
of Allende's Popular Unity (UP) 
government. Most of these will also 
be returned to their former owners. 
The U.S. compan ies jfci ncludei- 
subsidiaries of •"lTtJS»ana^E^5«r 
Chemical Company, with Dow 
technicians already preparing their 
factory for production. Other U.S. 
companies are dispatching execu- 
tives to Chile to make arrange- 
ments with junta authorities. 

The juntahassaidthat while U:S. 
copper investments will not be 
rpturned. the military will 
negotiate with the companies over 
the amount of compensation to be 
paid. Allcnde refused to pay for the 
nationalizations because of the 
excess profits the companies had 
drained out of Chile. Earlier junta 
statements tended to indicate that 
U.S. inyestbenU^;: would be . 
readmitted in plurtnèrèhip with the 



government. 

While favouring U.S. companies 
and wealthy Chileans, the junta is 
continuing to cut into the living 
standards of the country's workers ' ' 
and peasaihts. Prices on necessities 
have been raised from 200 to 1800 - 
percent for bread, sugar, oil, tea, 
pastas, shoes, clothes and 70 other 
items. Sugar has gone up 500 
percent and bread and milk are, 
three times as expensive as before 
the coup. The junta has eliminated 
the popular program initiated by 
Allende of providing half a liter of 
milk free to all children. Tea, a 
heavily consumed drink in Chile, 
has increased in price from 16 to 300 
escudos per kilo. These are the 
greatest price increases in Chilean 
history. 

At the same timof^the junta 
cancelleda wageincreasein Chilean 

At the same time, the junta 
cancelled a wage increase schedul- 
ed by the UP for Oct. 1. While the 
dictatorship is promising a bonus 
for the last three months of the 
year, it will amount to only about 
one-fifth of the price hikes. 

A massive liurrcncy devaluation 
announced recently by the junta 
should send prices even higher. 

Meanwhile, a rigid labour 
discipline has been imposed on 

workers. Organizing, strikes or 
engagingin other labour movement 
activities have becomemunds for 
immediate f iringanSlmmirk week 
has - -been increasedj^lov^sj 48 ■ 
hours— with no pay for thélàst four 
hours.

"It's amazing how many govern- 
ments we're in business with," 
Duncan Cambell, vice-president of 
public affairs for- Alcan, told a 
McGill audience Friday. " 

Cambell said Alcan, the second 
largest aluminium company in the 
world, deals with all kinds of 
governments, including those of 
South Africa, Spain, and Brazil. He 
said Alcan and other multinational 
corporations don'ts^snecessarily^ 
supportsuch regimest'but "wé have', 
to operate within the constraints of 
the system." 

.Cambell spoke to about 75 
s tude nts at a panel discussion on 
^fi^l^le . of the • multinational 
' corporation, sponsored - by^ the 
Management Undergraduate Soc- 
iety as the i closing event in its 
Business Opportunities Week. 

Cambell said multinational 
corporations are "a natural out- 
growth of our business enterprise 
• system." "When you have your raw 
materials in one country, your 
refining processes in another, and 
your markets in still another, then 



you have to operate on an 
international basis." ' 

Alcan's role in third • world 
\ountries was criticized by the 
student panalists. McGill Daily 
staff member Julian Sher said the 
white-supremacist South African 
government couldn't stay in power 
without the support of Alcan and 
other multinationals. . ■: 

"Our black employees there are' 
not paid as : well as the white ' 
employees and they're not paid as" 
well as they would be in Canada. We 
all know this," said Cambell. He 
said Alcan's South African manager 
would like to pay his black workers 
more, but ."there, are -many 
pressures oh him not to raise wages 
too fast.

No, itdoesn't mean there won't be 
a sports scctiod in the Daily anymore, but ft does mean we have 
absolutely nomoney, not acent, to cover any travel expenses. It does 
mean thatif any of our intercollegiate teams have important games 
outoftôwiÇ^we can't go and cover them unless THEY pay the shot; 

Peter Currie; dentistry representative on Students' Council, said 
he thought that Council would give us a grant if it was necessary for 
us to travel with oiie, of the, teanig^j^^ahl Ma iB e 
supposed to'do,' fun like beggars with 0^ 
time the need arises?
